INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 25.—[Special.}— 
This is evidently an off year for the gentiemen 
in Washington who think they are called on by 
the people by reason of their powerful and in- 
fluential names to go into the Moses business 
and lead their respective parties into the prom- 
ised land of office and spoils at the heads of 
their State tickets.

thorized and d not be permitted, and that 
he would tase no part in influencing the result. 
This was all that Gray wanted, and with this 
understanding matters rapidly resumed their 
norma condition. Throughout all the furry, 
and while the Voorhees following were claim- 
ing that every district would go solid for him, 
Gray asserted that he would continue a candi- 
Gate and remain in the race until the final 
ballot was taken. It was his grit that 
saved him. It would have been suicidal for 
Voorhees to permit hig name to go before the 
convention, as the three candidates would have 
combined and defeated bim. 
GRAY AND MANSON. 

The convention when it gathered did not 
belie the expectations formed. It was neither 
so large nor 60 enthusiastic as the Republican 
Convention, the most noise being raised by the 
nomination of Gen. Manson for Ljcutenant- 
Governor. When Gray had been chosen to 
head the ticket on the first ballot, receiving 
the somewhat unexpected vote of 699 
out of 1,103, the bcheme formed Monday to 
make Manson's the second name was forced to 
a successful iesue. A wild tumult arose when 
Chairman Voorhees stated that nominations 
were in order for Lieutenant-Governor, and he 
proceeded to call the districts for names.

section. In 1856 it had increased sufficiently 


in numbers to make a National contest, and 
it arrayed itself spuarely against the Repub- 
licans as its most dangerous foe. Its afti- 
tude was so pronounced that the few North- 
ern Republicans who were in its ranks with- 
drew from its National Convention. Its 
platform squarely upheld the Fugitive-Slave 
law to cateh Southern votes. It nominated 
a Southerner—Andrew Jackson Donelson— 
for President, and went into the election, and 
was routed by the Republicans, its total 
Electoral vote being but eight (the vote of 
Maryland, a Southern ) out of 296. It 
struggled along for two .

“To what facts do you allude?” 1 
“ You remember that early in the proceed- 
ings of the convention Mr. Hawkins, of Ten- 
nessee, a Blaine delegate, offered a resolution 
to bind the members of the convention to sup- 
port ite nominees. Mr. Curtia opposed the 
resolution in a vigorous speech, in which ne 
deciared that he had come into the convention ‘a 
free man, and as ‘a free man he proposed to 
go outofit. I went there as ‘a free man,’ 
too, and Mr. Curtis“ brave speech won my 
hearty approval and warm admiration, as i 
believe it did the sympathy and approval of 
every other ‘free man’ in the convention. The 
resolution was withdrawn. Mr. Curtis remained 
in the convention, and as Chairman of his State 
delegation took part in all its proceedings. 
After Mr. Biaine had received a majority of 
all the votes, the President of the convention 
under the rule, put the question, ‘Shall the 
nomination be made unapimous?" The motion 
was carried without a dissenting vote from Mr. 
Curtis or any other delegate. The convention 
then took a recess. During the recess an in- 
formal conference was held at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel to disouss the question of a Vice- 
Presidential candidate. In that conference 
were present thirty or forty delegates from 
different States—Arthur men, Blaine men, Ed- 
mands men, etc. Among those present was 
Mr. Curtis. A Maryland delegate, whose name 
1 do not now recall, presided. There was a free 
and general interchange of views. A Wiscon- 
sin delegate advocated Gov. Fairchild as a 
candidate for Vice-President. Mr. Stewart, of 
Pennsylvania, and others, spoke in favor of 
Secretary Lincoln. Gem Gresham's name was 
presented, and his claims were warmly advo- 
cated. Senator Warner Miller and I both spoke 
in favor of Senator Logan. Mr. Curtis did not 
speak in behalf of any particular man, but he 
was understood to favor the nomination of 
Gen. Gresham. After much discussion I pro- 
‘posed that an informal ballot be taken, in or- 
der to ascertain the drift of sentiment in the 
conference, whereupon Mr. Curtis sprang to 
his feet and said that if such a vote was to be 
taken be must withdraw from the conference, 
as otherwise he would feel bound to support 
the candidate who might be the choice of 
a majority of those present, I at once 
said that it was not my purpose that 
the vote should be binding upon 
those present, but that it was simply a means 
of ascertaining their preferences. This view 
was taken by the Chairman and others, but Mr. 
Curtis insisted that he would feel in honor 
preferences of a majority if be 
remained, and therefore left the room before 
the vote was taken.

SPRINGFIELD, ni., June 25.—-[Special.]—The Un- 
nois Department of Agriculture will send out to- 
morrow a report giving the condition and prospects 
of the growing crops, from which the following ex- 
tracts are made: 
>» The ares of corn ts notas large aa 1 1 ba- 
son. Cornu la not up to an average in cond in 
one-third of the counties in the State. The condi- 
tion gives encouragement for an average yicid 
of corn per acre in twenty-six coun ties; 
10 per cent more than an average ih 
four counties, and 15 per cent more than 
an average yield per acre in one county. 
The condition of corn the Ist of June in the North- 
ern counties is some better than at the correspond- 
ing Gates in 1881, 1882, and 1683. In the central 
division of the State corn looks much better than 
on the ist of June 1882 and 1883. The most dis- 
couragtng prospects for corn are reported from the 
southern counties. The area ot corn in the north- 
ern division of the State is nearly as large as last 
season. The area of corn in the central division is 
not as large as last season. 

Broom-corn is reported in only forty-one coun- 
ties in the State. The condition June 1 gave en- 
couragement for an average yield per acre in 
eighteen counties, 10 per cent less than an average 
in eight counties, 20 per cent less in five counties, 
and 25 per cent less in four counties, and 60 per 
cent less in three counties. 

Sorghum cane is reported as receiving more or 
less attention la ninety-two counties. There is an 
increased area in twenty counties as compared 
with 18383. The area is the same as last season in 
forty-eight counties, and less than last seaton in 
the remaining twenty-four counties. Thecondition 
was up to an average in thirty-three counties aad 
below an average in the remaining coanties. 

Thete has been no improvement in the condition 
of winter wheat in the northern -division bf the 
State during the last month. In the central and 
southern divisions of the State the condition of 
wheat is not as favorable as On the Ist of last 
month. There ts considerable complaint of the ap- 
pearance of an unusually large amount of chess in 
the wheatin the central and southern counties, 
which was not discovered until the grain com- 
menced heading. 

The winter wheat in the northern counties came 
through the winter in better condition than in the 
central and southern divisions, and with contiaued 
favorable season there will be nearly an average 
yield per sere. The prospects this season for 
winter wheat in the central counties have been 
more discouraging with each succeeding monthly 
report. The present prospects indicate about 
three-fourths of an average yield per 
acre. There was a slight improvement in 
the eondition of winter wheat in some of the 
southern counties during the month of April, but 
the unfavorabip weather and the appearance in the 
wheat in May of a large amount of chess haa re- 
duced the prospects as shown in the June reports 
below that of any former report for the season. 
The prospects indicate 23 per cent larger average 
yields per acre throughout the southern counties 


| than last season at corresponding date. 


‘The prospect, considering the area, is more en- 
couraging for spring wheat than for winter wheat. 

The prospects for a large yield of oats continue 
to improve, and with favorable conditions unti) 
harvest the growing crop will be one of the largest 
ever produced in the Btate. 

The prospects are encouraging for an average 
yield per acre of rye in only thirty-seven counties. 

The area of meadows is nearly as large as last 
season. Meadows are generally up to an average, 
and in three-fourths of the counties in the State 
.] will be an average or better yield per acre of 

ay 

The area of newly-seeded clover is as large or 
larger than last season in over two-thirds of the 
counties in the State.
